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Board of Selectmen and Town Manager Report 
to the Taxpayers of West Rutland,, Vt. 


In March, 1978 four new Selectmen were elected, and a new Town 
Manager was hired for the Town of West Rutland. The first order of business 
was to try and get the Town’s financial house in order. 

The Town had depleted it’s borrowing status with First Vermont Bank, but 
through the efforts of the Town Manager, we were able to transfer our finan- 
cial obligations to the Vermont National Bank. We secured loans in the 
amount of $430,000. Of that, $200,000. was repaid to First Vermont Bank, and 
$230,000. to our School Department, which was due them. 

During the course of the year the following financial achievements have 
been made. A $30,000. payment has been made on the note to the Vermont 
National Bank. The Town was pursuing the Vermont Bond Bank to pay off 
the indebtedness and repay the debt over 20 years. We were unsuccessful in 
this course, and because of the Town's intent, the Vermont National agreed 
to carry the note for the ensuing year. 

The next thing was to get the 1976 flood record books ready for audit. In the 
Spring the Town received $17,000. from the Federal Govt, and $10,000. from 
the State of Vermont as their share of the cost of the new bridge at 
Gorham’s, on the Clarendon River, which had a $45,000. note against it. The 
audit was made, and the balance still due will nearly pay off all the note at 
the How’ard National Bank. 

Through the efforts of your Town Manager and Selectmen we were able to 
get an extension in 1978 to complete some of the flood work that should have 
been done but was never completed. 

We received approximately $81,000, from the Federal and State Govts, 
against the Sewer Extension Account. $40,000. was for the Sludge Truck, 
$15,000. to the John A. Russell Corp. and $22,500. for the Sewer Extension 
Note. 

During April of 1978 the Town entered into an agreement with the owners 
of the Rutland Mall to treat their sewerage payable $5000. every quarter. 
This has been no problem for our Sewer Facility, and certainly has helped us 
financially. 

During the mid-year of 1978, we disposed of some Town property which 
was earning no tax dollars. A lot adjacent to the Main Street Cash Market 
was sold for $800.00. A corner lot at Ross and Franklin St. was sold for 
$2350.00. The balance of the acreage at the old Town Farm was sold to 
Beaverbrook Homes for $37,500.00. Some of the logs on Town owned land 
were sold for approximately $9600.00. 
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The litigation between tne Town os west nuuana ana Vermont MarDie uo. 
was settled in 1978 with sale of all holdings to Gawet Marble. This gave the 
Town 543,000. in payment on taxes. Some of this money was used against the 
Town debt 517,000. was paid to the State of Vermont for the three previous 
years of Old Age Taxes that had not been paid. 

A John Deere loader was purchased in 1978 for 522,000. and fully paid for. 
This replaced the old loader which was beyond repair. 

In the 1978 budget a certain amount was added for delinquent taxes, as 
everyone is not going to pay their taxes when due. This will stop a constant 
shortage of money at the end of the year even though the budgets were lived 
up to. In 1978 the Selectmen decided to do a complete re-appraisal of all pro- 
perty in Town. This was much needed, the cost will be 522,000. This will be no 
burden to the Taxpayer, as the Rutland Mall money will pay for most of it; 
part from 1978 Rutland Mall money, the rest from 1979 money. 

We feel the Elderly Housing Development will become a reality this year. 
At this writing, all property that was purchased has been demolished except 
the D. & H. freight house, which will be removed very soon. 

In late September Senator Patrick Leahy set up a Meeting between 
Federal, State and Local Officials to help the Town get in Industry that 
would help our tax base. At this time we are looking forward to receiving a 
H.U.D. Grant to get the Industrial Park ready for occupancy. We are hoping 
that V.E.L.C.O. will pick West Rutland for their new General Offices Home, 
along with the new Switching Station, which they are going to build here. We 
have at least three new Industries interested in coming here at the present 
time. 

At Town Meeting we hope the Taxpayers will vote in the proposed budget. 
This is the same amount of money that was raised by taxes last year, or 
5103,000. We have had to take the bull by the horns, and liquidate the 5430,000. 
debt that has built up over the years. Our plans are to pay 520.000. per year, 
plus interest, until paid, unless we have extra money come in so we can pay 
on it at a faster rate. 

The Sewer Department now has two full time men. The Plant Superinten- 
dent and an Assistant, who have done an excellent job putting the Sewer 
System in top condition. 

Our Highway Crew has done a good job maintaining the summer roads 
and finishing up the 1976 flood damage. In the Winter our roads are as good 
as any Town in the area. This is done because of a dedicated Highway Crew. 
We feel that if our Budget as proposed is passed, we can give the type of ser- 
vice that the Taxpayers are accustomed to. 

The Recreation Program was on a limited basis this past Summer because 
of problems at the swimming pool. This past Fall new inlet and outlet pipes 
were installed. We feel this will solve our problems for the coming years. 
This past year the Recreation Program was fortunate in having a top notch 
Supervisor for the Summer Program. 
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In closing, we would like to thank all Town Officials elected and appointed, 
for their help this past year. We want to thank the Citizens of West Rutland 
for the confidence they have placed in their Town Manager and Board of 
Selectmen.

West Rutland Planning Commission 


During 1978, the Planning Commission spent many hours in preparing the 
Zoning By-Laws for West Rutland. This preparation was a continuation of 
the work begun in August of 1973 when the Town Plan was adopted by the 
Town. 

Many rewrites have taken place with the assistance of the Rutland Region 
Planning Commission and the Vermont Department of Environment and 
Community Affairs. 

It also became necessary, in 1978, for the Town Plan to be updated after 5 
years. 

The Planning Commission presented both the updated Town Plan and 
maps at a Public Hearing on August 30, 1978, and then presented both to the 
Selectmen. 

Due to legal procedure and further changes, the legal time schedule had to 
be re-started. 

The second series of public hearings began on February 21st, 1979 and 
after a possible two more public hearings by the Selectmen, the Town will 
decide sometime in May on this permanent Zoning Regulation. 

The Planning Commission was made up of seven members, and two wish 
to resign. We can have nine members and urge anyone interested in joining, 
including women, to contact the Selectmen. 

There is still much work to be done in our role as advisors to the selectmen, 
and the probable Board of Adjustment in order to continue this important 
Government service.

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SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICE 


Programs in effect January through June, 1978 

1. Dental Program 

a. The West Rutland dental clinic provided service to 263 students with den- 
tal exam, cleaning & fluoride treatments. The cost for exam & cleaning was 
$2.50. Cleaning and fluoride treatments were 3.50. Students unable to meet 
this fee were done free of charge. Many thanks to Mrs. Joan Wiskoski, 
Registered Dental Hygienist, for her help with this program. 

Special thanks also to Dr. William Dali for the donation of a Ritter Dental 
Unit, light and reclining dental chair to our School program. It is in excellent 
condition, only 5 years old, and will be of service to our School children for 
many years to come. 

b. A weekly fluoride rinse Program was in effect in all classes, Grades 1-6 
Public School and Grades 1-6 at S.S.K. All but 8 students participated in this. 

2. Throat Culture Program. 

362 throat cultures were taken, Fall 77 to Spring 78, 102 Students were treated 
for positive Strep by their Family Physicians. 

3. Vision & Hearing. 

Completed in March on all Students grades K-12 Public School and grades 1-6 
at S.S. K. 31 students were referred for visual problems, 11 students were 
referred for hearing problems. 

4. Neurological Screenings. 

3 referred. We have 8 children with Epilepsy and 2 with Diabetes in our 
School. 

5. Scoliosis ( curvature of the spine ) Screenings. 

Completed on all students. We have 12 students to date being treated or 
followed by the Vermont State Handicapped Children's Clinic. 

6. Immunization Clinics. 

Two Immunization Clinics were held (May. 1978). Students were immunized 
against Polio, Measles, Mumps, Diptheria, Tetanus and Whooping Cough 
and German Measles. 

Senior students this year were presented with their own personal medical & 
immunization records to keep for their future needs. 

7. First Aid rendered for illness and injury. 

Average of 10-16 students seen daily, 22 to 28 during the Flu season. 

8. Vitamin Program. 

Sponsored by the P.T.A. is in effect in both Schools. 

9. Nurse’s Aide Program. 

a. Eight High School students were trained in First Aid and Services offered 
by Health Service. 1 credit received per student in the Program . 
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tions were with us to learn our School Health Service this year. It proved a 
mutual benefit to students and School Nurse. 

10. Health teaching by School Nurse. 

a. Grades 5-6 Girls on menustration and Alcohol Psychology, b. Grades 7-8 
Boys & Girls in Emergency Medical care for their own knowledge and use in 
home, and while babesitting, c. Personal hygiene on a One-to-One basis with 
Students & Families, d. Alcohol, Drugs, V.D. counseling. 

11. Pre-School Clinics. 

Held 2 days in June. Vision, hearing, lazy eye screening, immunization and 
medical assessments of students entering Kindergarten in September 1978. 

12. T.B. Tine testing Program for Staff. 

13. Programs for Community offered free of charge. 

Conducted after School and summer. 

a. Women's Health Clinics in conjunction with Vermont State Health Depart- 
ment include Pap smears, urinalysis, breast examination, blood pressures 
and counselling. Many women of our Community of all ages take advantage 
of these Clinics. 

b. Blood Pressure readings upon request. 

c. Allergy immunizations for Adults and Students with permission from their 
personal Physicians. 

14. Sports Physicals. 

These were done for 71 Students in August by Dr. Thomas, School Physician 
assisted by School Nurse. 41 Physicals were done in December. These were 
offered to all Varsity, J.V., 7th, 8th, 5th and 6th Grade Students participating 
in all Sports and included examination, urinalysis, blood pressure, height, 
weight and a review of past medical history. These were done free of charge. 

Due to the Health Service being cut to 3 1/2 hours a day, many Programs had 
to be reduced in September and October, but all Programs were reinstated 
in November. 

A very special Thanks to our Community People from the Children and 
Myself for your help and your vote in restoring our Health Service to full 
time status, so that these many Programs and services would not have to be 
deleted due to lack of time. 

May God bless you all for caring.

REPORT ENDING NOVEMBER 30, 1978 

CHIEF’S ANNUAL FIRE DISTRICT REPORT 


During the year 1978, 93 alarms were answered by the West Rutland Fire 
Co. 44 alarms were outside the Fire District, 3 false alarms, 1 forest fire & 45 
were within the fire district. 

There were 4 class “A” fires using 2 1/2" lines. These were, house on fire, 
Dec. 3, 1977. Rt. 4A, owned by Ronald Ryan, office on fire, at the Vt. Mble. 
Co. Mill. Mar. 8. 1978, house on fire, back of Girardi's Restaurant, owned by 
Girardi. Tanker truck turned over, diesel fuel leak, near R.R. crossing Rt.4 
off Pleasant St. The remainder of the fires were Class “B" & “C", ex- 
tinguished with booster lines, pack-pumps & other equipment. 

During the year the company held 6 monthly meetings, 3 wet practices & 3 
dry practices. Attendance at these practices & meetings averaged 85%. Also 
additional (no points) practices were called by the Chief during the year. 
These were also well attended. During some of these practices, water 
pressure was checked on some hydrants. 

During the year 5 of our members resigned, these were, Joe Chrusciel, 
Stanley Bresniak, Bernard Nash, Alec Budincki, & Vincent Wierzbicki. The 
following, taken from our waiting list & approved by the members were 
placed on the Dept, to fill the vacancies. Steve Czachor, Ted Wenta, Paul 
Therrien, Paul Trepanier & Adrain Megrath. 

During the year a committee was appointed by the Chief, to revise the by- 
laws. This was completed, and approved by the members 4 Prudential Com- 
mittee, and were put into effect Dec. 1, 1978. 

Our Annual Ball was held at the American Legion Rooms Oct. 14th', the An- 
nual Banquet was held at Gigi’s Steak House, on Dec. 16th.

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Report of Activities — 1978 


Following is a report of events and activities, not in order of importance or 
in chronological order, but presented to give you some idea of where the 
District has spent its money and efforts this year. 

Because we are physically connected to the reservoir on Clark Hill, and 
because this is an unfiltered and uncovered water source, we are required by 
law to monitor for turbidity. Turbidity is caused by suspended matter in the 
water and can be a cource of contamination or can interfere with disinfec- 
tion by chlorine. After much correspondence, conversation and pressure 
from the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, we purchased a turbidity 
meter, and since mid-November we have been monitoring for turbidity on a 
daily basis. 

We have spent a considerable amount on maintenance of our well this 
year. We became concerned with an increasing amount of oil on the top of 
the water in the well that was leaking through the pump bearings. We had 
Layne of New England pull the pump and convert it to water cooled bearings 
and also chemically clean and recondition the well. We also had to replace 
the entire electrical service entrance, breaker boxes, and main pump wiring 
after having an electrical-flash-over in our main fuse box. 

Through revenue sharing funds we received and installed a radio notifica- 
tion system by which each fireman has an individual pager. This has allowed 
us to discontinue blowing the siren at the time of a fire, thus cutting down on 
the spectator traffic and improving our response time. 

We continue to work toward the installation of a new well. Also a storage 
tank on Durgy Hill, and at present are attempting to acquire property for the 
project. 

This past spring we accepted ownership and responsibility for the water 
main serving the Pleasant Heights area, and after receiving a petition this 
summer, it was voted in the affirmative at our annual meeting to admit the 
homes in that area into the Fire District. 

We would like to thank the officers and members of the Fire Department 
for their good work this year, and on behalf of the District thank them for the 
over two-thousand dollars that they contributed from their fund-raising pro- 
jects toward the purchase of new equipment. 

The Prudential Committee normally meets monthly, on the last Sunday of 
the month, at the Fire Station. We would hope that anyone with a problem or 
complaint would feel free to attend. Times are posted in the advance notice 
section of the Rutland Herald.

Annual Report to the Citizens of West Rutland 


The established mission of the State Health Department is to protect and 
promote the health of all Vermonters. In working towards this goal, the Ver- 
mont Department of Health has provided directly, or assured the provision 
of, preventive health services to communities across the state. During 1978, 
the following services were received by the residents of West Rutland: 

274 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and 
received personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 

Your elementary school participated in the weekly fluoride rinse program. 

Public Health Nurses made 71 individual public health visits to 30 persons. 

3 persons received group instruction in childbirth and parenting. 

16 children received preventive health examinations and counseling at Well 
Child Conferences. 

35 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics. 

139 doses of vaccine were supplied to school nurses and other public clinics. 

Through the Handicapped Children's Program, diagnosis and treatment ser- 
vices for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were provided to 
23 children. 

Through the Child Development Clinic, 5 children received diagnostic and 
intensive follow-up services for suspected physical and/or mental retarda- 
tion. 

23 persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung disease through 
the Barre, Rutland or other Health Department chest clinics. 

The following services were provided by the Health Department 
Laboratory in Burlington: 

30 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against german 
measles ( rubella ) to prevent birth defects. 

102 other diagnostic blood tests, 

70 bacteriological and viral cultures, 

11 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking 
water quality. 

Through the Emergency Medical Services Program, the Health Depart- 
ment provided funds to help with the purchase of equipment for the Aldous 
Ambulance Service. 
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Special Supplemental Food Program for Women. Infants and Children 
(WIC). 

22 children underwent medical evaluation and treatment through the Ear- 
ly Periodic Screening. Diagnosis, and Treatment Program (EPSDT). 

6 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer through the Cer- 
vical Cancer Screening Program. 

Statewide, 278 emergency medical technicians were trained; 157,688 doses 
of vaccine were distributed to private physicians; 17 hospitals and 48 nursing 
homes were inspected and licensed; 3500 blood and breath samples were 
tested for alcohol content: 2003 restaurants were inspected: 4266 venereal 
disease office visits and/or treatments were paid for and 820 contacts were 
traced; material to test 46,356 persons for tuberculosis was distributed to 
private physicians, public clinics, and schools; 90 industrial inspections af- 
fecting 9,656 workers were done; 39 x-ray machines were inspected; treat- 
ment for 21,519 children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the 
Tooth Fairy and Denticaid programs; and, in conjunction with Planned 
Parenthood, 10,134 persons received contraceptive counselling and service. 

Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Ser- 
vices to your Town Health Officer, Lorraine Davis. 

Your Town Clerk, V.A. Sevingny, received support and instruction in the 
handling of vital records from the Division of Public Health Statistics.
